'SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—It was agreed when 


the senate adjourned today that it w^uld be till 
Monday next. The chair laid before the senate 
a communication from the secretary of the 
treasury urging the necessity for a new revenue 
cruiser in the Alaskan waters,and recommending 
the appropriation of $175,000 for that purpose. 
Miller^ of California, presented as a memorial 
the joint resolution of tho legislature of Cali- 
fornia, urging the adoption by congress of the 
bill introduced by Snmner in the house relating 
to the postal telegraph. Wilson, from the com- 
mittee on postoffices and postroads, reported an 
amendment to the postoffice appropriation bill, 
to take the place of the bill referred; that the 
committee intended to provide for the settle- 
ment of postmasters' salaries under the act of 
March 3,1883. Bills introduced and referred: 
By Platt, by request, for the better protection 
of the citizens in tneir rights and property, and 
to punish infringement of patents. Bowen, to 
protect employes of railroads engaged in inter- 
state commerce. The committee on postoffices 
and po<)troadB reported favorably the original 
bill for a postal telegraph system. The naval 
bill was debated again, and the inevitable con 
troversy over the conduct of the secretary of the 
navy arose. 


HOUSE. 


A resolution was introduced instructing the 


committe on commerce to investigate the alleged 
evils attending the transportation of cattle. 
After a long struggle the house voted, instead of 
considering the Oregon land grant bill, which 
was in the order of unfinished business, to go 
into committee of the whole on public building 


The house considered the bills for 'the 


erectio:iof buildings at Keoknk, Iowa, and 
Waco, Texas, and a bitter personal controversy 
was waged between Messrs. Mills of Texas, and 
Backner of Missouri, democratic members. No 
final action was taken and the house took a 
rece~« until to morrow morning.

MINNEAPOLIS AND ABEBDEEN. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The postmaster gen- 


eral ha 3 ordered the Minneapolis and Millbank 
Dakoti., mail route to be extended to Aberdeen 
Dakota and to be known as the Minneapolis 
and Aberdeen route' 


WAS DNGTON, April 9.—Hill, from the com- 


mittee on postoffices and postroads, reported 
favorably the original bill to establish a postal 
telegn.phic system. Hill remarked that the 
comm ttee were nnaqgnions as to first clauses 
of the bill, which relate to doing the work by 
contrasts with existing companies. The pro- 
vision relating to the liability of the contracting 
comp: ny for failure to correctly and promptly 
transn dt messages has been amended by limit- 
ing sn sh liability to 500 itimes the amount paid 
for trs nemission. Two nfew features have been 
added to the bill; first, authorizing the eon- 
tractii ig company to employ a postmaster as 
its agi int and operator at any postal telegraph 
office shere the telegraphic receipts are insuffi- 
cient ;o pay the salary o E an operator, and to 
pay hi m a commission of not over 50 per cent, 
of the charges on messages transmitted from 
such office. Second, it requires the postmaster 
general to secure provisions in the contract 
which shall protect poftal telegrams against 
discrimination in the ord;r of transmission in 
favor of telegrams received at such of the com- 
pany's offices an are not operated under the pro- 
visions of the bill. The contract system re- 
mains the most prominent feature of the bill and 
is not widely different from the scheme of the 
postal telegraph company, except it empowers 
the postmaster general to receive bids from any 
telegraph company ( for collection. The pro- 
visions relating to the estsblishment of a govern- 
ment system, pure and si nple, in the event that 
no satisfactory contract with the companies is 
secured, are features of the Hill and Edmunds 
bill. The senate then lesnmed consideration 
of the naval appropriate n bill, and Vest con 
tinned his remarks.

well. Therefore, the writer deems the follow- 
ing brief nketch not only eminently proper, hut 
also feels confident that it will prove deeply in- 
teresting and beneficial to the thousands who 
will read it. 


Col. D, J. Williamson, the subject of this let- 


ter, entered the union ermy in 1861 as regi- 
mental quartermaster of the Fouith California 
infantry, and in 1863 he was appointed by 
President Lincoln, captain, quartermaster of 
the United States army. He served with di«- 
tinction to himself and honor to tbe govern- 
ment until 1867, at which time he left the mili- 
tary service and became a prominent operator 
in stocks in San Frandsco. In this business he 


when he received from

States consul at Callao, Pern. In 1874 he was 
appointed by President Grant consul at Val- 
paraiso, Chili, and also charge d'affaires of that 
republic, which latter position he wad com- 
pelled by ill health to resign in 1878.

MET IT CEASE. 


The TRIBUNE learns that a number of 


Mandan people feel aggrieved at fake re- 
ports which were sent out regarding the 
flood and its injury to their town, and 
intimate that the falsehoods originated 
in the TKIBTJNE office. The idea is a false 
and erroneous one. Several eastern pa- 
pers were supplied with specials by tie 
TRIBUNE during the flood, and their files 
will show that in every instance the dan- 
ger was pictured as being less than spe- 
cials from Mandan made it appear. Not 
one word was ever sent from this city to 
the effect that the water had reached the 
streets of Mandan, yet specials from 
Mandan parties announced that it had 
flooded the shops and compelled the men 
tojeave their work. The TEIBUNE has 
ever made it a point to speak well of the 
town across the river, and has never used 
language calculated to impede her inter- 
ests, yet there are parries there who, to 
serve their own personal ends, have ever 
made it a practice to endeavor to create 
an impression that Bismarck peqgle and 
the TBIBUNE were hostile to Mandattand 
never miss an opportunity to give it a 
black eye. This idea is as false as it is 
foolish. Bismarck has nothing to gain 
by abusing Mandan, and a canvass of the 
city to-day wiD. demonstrate the fact that 
our people will almost as a unit rejoice 
over every stride made by our sister city 
toward prosperity. 
We have become 


sick and tired of hearing the silly asser- 
tions that a feeling of hostility exists on 
this side of the river. Ihecry is an imbe- 
cile one, and is laughed at by the think- 
ing people oil both sides of the stream. 
The course taken by the mischief-makers 
who are eternally harping on this point 
is well calculated to create a hostile feel- 
ing, and perhaps would do so if they 
came from any reliable and substantial 
source.

The situation will then be more 
serious, ihe beats ia the river are afljat and 
temporarily pafe, but they will be in great dan 
ger when the flocd reaches here. Advices from 
Fort Yates say the ice is moving out nicely at 
that point to day.

He early saw the folly 
of further contests with the whites, and ever 
since his surrender his voice has been for peace. 
Tall, commanding, a winning speaker, and with 
the faculty of compelling belief in his sincerity, 
the deceased has been a favorite with Agent 
McLaughlin and with all the army officers of 
rank who knew him. He leaves a family con- 
siderable in size."

Particulars of the Wreck. 


HALIFAX, April 5.—James A. Chipman, of 


Chipman Bros., agents for the White Gross line, 
returned this afternoon from Sambro, where he 
went last night to look afrer the survivors of 
wrecked steamer Daniel i Steinmann. 
The 


stormy Weather |of last night prevented him 
from attempting' to reach Bamoro island, bat 
this morning at {> o'clock he secured a pilot who 
would endeavor t!o reach the island. They took 
a pilot boat anc. dory with them, and when as 
near the island as they couid risk the dory was 
launched, and with the assistance of the men on 
the island Chipman got.ashore and saw Captain 
Schoonhaven arid obtained ths folio-wing par- 
t;culars of the rwiecfc: The Reamer had fine 
weather on tne passage, with the exception of 
the last two dajB, which were very foggy, it be- 
ing impossible to set any reckoning, and he 
thinks he must have overrun his time. At 10 p. 
m. on the 3d init., he saw a light ahead which 
he firat took for Chebuck light, the fog making 
it appear aboiit fave miles off, but it conld not 
have been inure tuau one. He discovered as he 
neared the light that it was Sambro, and before 
he had time to reverse the enginia he was among 
the Ifedges northeast of the islanjd. The steamer 
struck twice, and began filling fast. He then 
tried to run her ashore, but she sank in a few 
minutes. As soon aa the ship ptrnck the cap- 
tain ordered tne passengers all on deck, but 
they were all swept overboard and drowned by 
the neavy sea which swept over her. Two pas- 
sengers and thiee of the crew sot into a boat 
and managed to preach shore.

The Slew Aland Office. 


The officers and clerks of the Bismarck land 


office are now permanently and cozily located 
in (heir elegant new quarters in the First 
National bank block. A TBIBONE scribe took a 
I»eep into the new office yesterday, and found 
the gentlemanly occupants of the same busily 
engaged in the work of distributing happiness 
among the emigrants and settlers of the Missouri 
slope. The new land office is the finest in the 
northwest. Situated as it is at the intersection 
of four hallways, with stairways leading to the 
same on either side of the building, the means 
of ingre-s and egress are almost perfect. 


Register Bea'a location in the office is at the 


southwest corner at the head of the east stairway 
and two large sliding windows expose his physi- 
ognomical reservation to the gaze of the wicked 
world, as well as the home seekers and town 
site evangelists.

Receiver Francis has a room to himself, which 


is furnished in the'most elaborate style. Aside 
from a mammoth safe, several large desks and 
cabinets, the room is adorned with numerous 
pictures of the great men of the pa&t and pres- 
et.

The offices are well lighted, having' four large
